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About  the  Data    This  publication  provides  a  data  source  for  Alberta's  international  trade,  and  is 

intended  to  provide  businesses  with  information  on  current  export  markets. 

A  profile  is  included  for  each  country  that  imported  over  $5  million  worth  of  Alberta's 
goods  in  1998.  Each  profile  lists  the  top  15  commodities  Alberta  exported  to  that 
country  and  also  compares  them  with  Canadian  exports.  A  summary  of  export 
totals  to  all  countries  is  included  in  Appendix  B. 

The  trade  commodity  nomenclature  used  is  the  Harmonized  Commodity  Description 
and  Coding  System  (Harmonized  System  or  HS),  adopted  by  Statistics  Canada  in 
1988. 

Exports  by  geographic  region,  industry,  and  commodity  are  also  provided  in  the 
following  sections.  Statistics  Canada's  regional  groups  are  used.  Industry 
groupings  are  based  on  Statistics  Canada's  publication  on  concordance  between 
export  commodity  and  industry  classifications  (see  Appendix  A). 

For  the  purposes  of  this  publication,  six-digit  HS  codes  are  presented  in  the  country 
profile  tables.  For  simplicity,  some  commodity  descriptions  accompanying  these 
codes  have  been  revised  from  their  standard  format.  Readers  requiring  the  exact 
content  of  a  particular  HS  number  are  referred  to  the  Customs  Tariff  Schedule  of 
Canada. 

With  the  exception  of  non-tourism  service  exports,  Statistics  Canada  is  the  main 
source  of  information  for  the  publication.  Estimates  for  non-tourism  ("other")  exports 
are  based  on  the  Alberta  Service  Exports  Survey  -  1996.  The  informational 
captions  appearing  at  the  top  right  corner  of  each  country  profile  are  from  World 
Factbook  1998.  The  term  "nes"  refers  to  "not  elsewhere  specified." 

The  term  "exports"  refers  to  "domestic  exports,"  goods  grown,  extracted  or 
manufactured  in  Canada.  The  term  includes  goods  of  foreign  origin  which  have 
been  materially  transformed  in  Canada  and  then  re-exported. 

Unfortunately,  service  exports  cannot  be  included  on  a  country  specific  basis  since 
these  data  are  not  presently  available.  However,  total  service  exports,  including 
tourism,  have  been  provided  in  the  "Year  in  Review"  section.  Throughout  the 
remainder  of  this 'document,  "exports"  will  refer  strictly  to  merchandise  exports. 

Due  to  a  reporting  error  by  Statistics  Canada  for  liquefied  petroleum  gases  (other 
than  propane  and  butanes),  1997  totals  for  the  mining  sector  and  total  exports  are 
overstated,  possibly  by  about  $0.7  billion.  Exports  for  this  commodity  for  1993  - 
1996  have  also  been  overstated.  The  1998  estimates  do  not  contain  such  an  error.

The  profile  for  Mexico  is  enclosed  in  Appendix  E  as  a  sample. 
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Alberta  exported  about  $33.7  billion  worth  of  goods  and  services  to  150 
countries  in  1998.  This  total  includes  more  than  $30.5  billion  in  commodity 
exports  and  $3.1  billion  in  service  exports.  Exports  of  goods  and  services 
declined  by  8.0%  in  1998,  from  1997's  value  of  $36.6  billion. 

Commodity  Exports 

The  value  of  commodity  exports  declined  by  9.4%  from  1997  to  a  value  of  $30.5 
billion  in  1998.  Of  the  150  countries  Alberta  exported  to,  the  top  markets  were 
the  United  States,  Japan  and  South  Korea.  The  United  States  imported  $25.2 
billion  worth  of  goods,  Japan  $1.3  billion  and  South  Korea  $415  million. 

The  main  causes  of  Alberta's  drop  in  exports  were  lower  commodity  prices,  e.g. 
for  crude  oil,  lower  volumes  of  grain  exported,  lower  volumes  of  exports  to  Asia, 
and  a  reporting  error  by  Statistics  Canada  (see  page  1).  After  adjusting  for  price 
changes  and  the  reporting  error,  Alberta's  real  exports  increased  by  an 
estimated  2%  in  1998. 

Regionally,  Alberta's  major  markets  were  the  United  States,  Asia  and  Western 
Europe.  The  United  States  accounted  for  82.6%  of  total  commodity  exports, 
Asia  9.2%  and  Western  Europe  with  3.6%.  While  exports  to  the  United  States 
fell  by  6.5%  to  $25.2  billion  and  to  Asia  by  25.6%  to  $2.8  billion,  those  to 
Western  Europe  increased  by  6.9%  to  $1.1  billion. 

Commodity  exports  can  be  classified  into  three  sectors,  mining,  primary 
agriculture,  and  manufacturing.  The  mining  sector  accounted  for  the  majority  of 
exports  at  $1 6. 1  billion,  followed  by  the  manufacturing  sector  at  $1 1 .3  billion  and 
primary  agriculture  at  $2.6  billion.  Decreases  occurred  in  the  mining  (16.0%) 
and  agricultural  (24.1%)  sectors,  while  an  increase  occurred  in  manufacturing 
exports  (5.5%). 

Service  Exports 

Service  exports  were  estimated  at  more  than  $3.1  billion  in  1998,  an  increase  of 
8.1%  over  1997.  Included  in  this  figure  are  $1.2  billion  in  international  tourism 
receipts  and  $2.0  billion  in  exports  of  other  services. 

Unlike  commodity  exports,  services  cannot  be  included  on  a  country  specific 
basis.  Therefore,  unless  otherwise  specified,  the  term  "export"  in  the  remainder 
of  this  publication  will  refer  strictly  to  commodities. 

Market  Influences 

Some  of  the  factors  that  influenced  Alberta's  1998  trade  include: 

•  lower  commodity  prices,  e.g.  for  crude  oil,  liquefied  petroleum  gases,  petro- 
chemicals, primary  metals,  lumber  and  refined  petroleum  products 

•  strong  US  and  Western  European  currencies  relative  to  the  Canadian  dollar 

•  weak  Asian  currencies 

•  strong  economies  in  the  United  States  and  Europe 

•  economic  downturn  in  Asia 

•  economic  slowdown  in  Latin  American  countries 

•  reduced  grain  supplies 

•  economic  and  political  instability  in  Russia

The  value  of  Alberta's  commodity  exports  in  1998  was  $30.5  billion,  a  decrease 
of  9.4%  over  1997.  In  many  cases,  low  commodity  prices  had  a  negative  affect 
in  1998.  In  particular,  world  prices  for  oil  had  a  negative  impact  on  the  value  of 
mining  and  petrochemical  exports,  although  greater  volumes/quantities  were 
exported.

Alberta's  exports  are  divided  into  three  main  sectors:  mining,  manufacturing  and 
primary  agriculture.  The  mining  sector  accounted  for  $16.1  billion  (52.6%)  of 
Alberta's  commodity  exports.  This  consisted  primarily  of  natural  gas  and  crude 
petroleum  at  $8.0  billion  and  $6.7  billion,  respectively.  Compared  to  1997, 
mining  exports  were  down  by  16.0%  in  1998,  primarily  a  result  of  lower  prices. 

The  manufacturing  sector  accounted  for  $1 1.3  billion  in  exports,  an  increase  of 
5.5%  over  1997.  With  the  exception  of  chemicals  and  chemical  products, 
primary  metals,  and  refined  petroleum  &  coal  products,  which  were  affected  by 
lower  commodity  prices,  each  of  the  sub-sectors  increased  in  value.  Strong 
performances  were  recorded  in  electrical/electronics  equipment  exports  (up 
29%)  and  in  machinery  equipment  (up  44%). 

Primary  agricultural  exports  totaled  $2.6  billion  in  1998,  a  decline  of  24.1%. 
Major  factors  for  this  decrease  were  lower  exports  of  wheat  (down  $721  million) 
and  barley  (down  $173  million).  Lower  grain  exports  were  mostly  the  result  of 
less  Canadian  grain  being  available  for  export.

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The  combined  export  value  of  primary  agriculture,  and  food  &  beverages  (agri- 
foods)  totaled  $4.3  billion.  While  primary  agricultural  exports  decreased  by 
24.1%  to  $2.6  billion,  those  of  food  and  beverages  increased  by  6.7%  to  $1.7 
billion.  The  leading  agri-food  exports  were  beef  products  at  $1.0  billion,  wheat 
at  $891.4  million  and  cattle  at  $696.9  million. 

The  value  of  wheat  exports  declined  by  44.7%  compared  to  1997.  A  major 
factor  in  this  was  significantly  lower  imports  by  Asian  markets,  including  Japan 
(down  $62.2  million),  South  Korea  (down  $52.4  million)  and  Indonesia  (down 
$38.5  million).  Wheat  exports  to  Iran  were  also  down  significantly,  from  $223.1 
million  to  $59.4  million. 

The  increase  in  beef  exports  was  essentially  a  result  of  greater  demand  from 
the  United  States.  The  value  of  these  exports  increased  from  $643.3  million  to 
$872.8  million.

Almost  60%  of  agri-food  exports  went  to  the  United  States  ($2.5  billion),  mostly 
in  the  form  of  beef  products  ($872.8  million)  and  cattle  ($696.8  million).  Other 
major  agri-food  markets  were  Japan,  China  and  Mexico  at  $531.2  million, 
$156.2  million  and  $143.1  million,  respectively.

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Mining  Mining  exports  in  1998  were  valued  at  $16.1  billion  compared  to  $19.1  billion 

the  year  before.  A  major  factor  to  this  was  a  $1 .8  billion  decrease  in  the  value 
of  crude  petroleum  and  a  $1.3  billion  decrease  in  petroleum  gas  exports. 
Natural  gas  exports,  Alberta's  largest  commodity,  increased  by  1 .2%. 

The  decrease  in  the  value  of  crude  petroleum  exports  occurred  despite  an 
overall  increase  in  the  volumes  that  were  shipped.  Although  the  quantity  of 
crude  exports  increased  by  approximately  5%,  the  dollar  value  fell  by  21%  as  a 
result  of  low  world  oil  prices.  Petroleum  gas  exports  fell  as  a  result  of  a 
combination  of  lower  prices,  lower  volumes  imported  by  the  United  States,  and 
a  reporting  error  by  Statistics  Canada  (see  page  1). 

Exports  of  coal  were  down  by  3.4%.  The  major  coal  markets  were  Japan 
($308.9  million)  and  South  Korea  ($124.8  million).

The  majority  of  Alberta's  mining  exports  went  to  the  United  States,  consisting 
mostly  of  crude  petroleum,  natural  gas  and  propane.  Approximately  95%  was 
imported  by  the  United  States,  while  the  rest  was  imported  primarily  by  Japan 
and  South  Korea. 
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Manufacturing     Manufactured  exports  increased  by  5.5%  to  $11. 3  billion,  representing  37%  of 

all  commodity  exports.  The  negative  impact  of  lower  prices  on  the  value  of 
exports  of  refined  petroleum,  primary  metals  and  chemicals,  was  more  than 
offset  by  strong  growth  in  all  other  industries,  particularly  in  the  machinery 
industry  (mostly  oil  and  gas  equipment)  and  the  electrical  and  electronic 
products  industry.  Real  exports  of  the  manufacturing  sector,  after  adjusting  for 
price  changes,  grew  by  an  estimated  15%  in  1998.  Since  1993,  manufactured 
exports  have  doubled,  from  a  value  of  $5.6  billion. 

Of  the  14  sub-sectors  that  comprise  this  sector  all  but  three  increased  in  value 
compared  to  1997.  Significant  gains  occurred  in  machinery  (up  43.9%), 
transportation  equipment  (up  43.5%)  and  electrical  &  electronics  (up  29.2%). 

Despite  a  16.2%  decrease  in  the  value  of  chemicals  &  chemical  products  it 
remains  Alberta's  largest  manufactured  export.  Other  major  sub-sectors  were 
food,  feed  &  beverages  ($1.7  billion),  electrical/electronic  equipment  ($1.6 
billion)  and  paper  and  allied  products  ($1 .4  billion).

The  major  manufactured  commodity  exports  in  1998  were  wood  pulp,  beef 
products,  transmission  apparatus  and  lumber.  Collectively,  these  accounted  for 
almost  one-third  of  all  manufactured  products. 

Commodities  contributing  to  the  overall  growth  of  manufactured  exports  were: 
beef  products  (up  $244.1  million),  transmission  apparatus  (up  233.5  million), 
waferboard  (up  $151.9  million),  wood  pulp  (up  $135.2  million)  and  parts  for 
drilling  machinery  (up  $71.6  Million).  With  the  exception  of  wood  pulp,  most  of 
these  commodities  were  exported  primarily  to  the  United  States.  For  wood  pulp, 
primary  markets  also  included  Japan  and  South  Korea.

A  total  of  $8.3  billion  of  manufactured  commodities  was  imported  by  the  United 
States.  Other  major  markets  were  from  Asia:  Japan  ($624.6  million),  South 
Korea  ($278.2  million),  and  China  ($221.2  million).  Mexico  was  also  among  the 
major  markets,  importing  $125.0  million  of  manufactured  products. 


Exports  to  the  United  States  were  $1 .0  billion  higher  in  1 998  than  in  1 997.  This 
more  than  offset  the  significant  decreases  to  Asian  markets  such  as  Japan 
(down  $216.9,  or  26%),  South  Korea  (down  $85.3  million,  or  23%)  and  Taiwan 
(down  $71 .4  million,  or  30%).

Overall,  forestry  products  totaled  $2.6  billion  in  1998,  an  increase  of  10.3%  over 
1997.  Major  gains  came  from  the  wood  pulp  and  waferboard  products.  Much  of 
the  increase  in  the  value  of  wood  pulp  exports  was  due  to  increased  volumes 
shipped,  while  those  of  waferboard  was  mostly  the  result  of  higher  prices, 
relative  to  1997. 

Alberta's  Major  Forestry  Exports

The  primary  markets  for  wood  pulp  were  the  United  States  ($526.2  million), 
Japan  ($216.7  million)  and  South  Korea  ($1 1 1 .2  million).  Waferboard  was 
primarily  imported  by  the  United  States,  accounting  for  67%  of  the  total. 

The  value  of  lumber  exports  fell  by  1 1.7%  in  1998  as  a  result  of  lower  prices. 
As  such,  exports  to  one  of  the  major  markets,  Japan,  declined  from  $108.7 
million  in  1997  to  $56.8  million.  Lumber  exports  to  the  United  States  fell  5.2%  to 
$606.2  million. 


Major  markets  for  forestry  products  were  the  United  States  ($1.8  billion),  Japan 
($299.1  million),  South  Korea  ($112.5  million)  and  Germany  ($73.7  million).

The  value  of  chemicals  and  chemical  product  exports  decreased  by  16.2%  to

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Polyethylene,  Alberta's  largest  chemical  export,  suffered  from  both  lower  prices 
and  lower  demand.  The  overall  effect  was  a  27%  decline  compared  to  1997. 
Specifically,  the  value  of  polyethylene  exports  to  the  United  States  fell  from 
$390.4  million  to  $268.7  million  as  a  result  of  lower  prices  (down  approx.  17%) 
and  lower  demand  (down  approx.  19%). 

Another  commodity  influencing  this  sector  was  ethylene  glycol.  Exports  of  this 
commodity  were  down  by  $1 14.3  million,  or  33.6%.  Although  exports  to  the 
United  States  more  than  tripled  to  $67.9  million,  exports  to  Asian  countries 
declined  significantly,  specifically,  those  to  South  Korea  (down  $41.1  million), 
Taiwan  (down  $33.6  million),  China  (down  $28.7  million),  Indonesia  (down  $19.1 
million)  and  Thailand  (down  $19.0  million). 

Major  markets  for  chemicals  and  chemical  products  were  the  United  States 
($1.7  billion),  China  ($156  million),  South  Korea  ($96.4  million)  and  Taiwan. 
($96.2  million). 


Machinery  Over  the  past  four  years,  exports  of  machinery  products  have  increased 

significantly.  In  1998  they  were  43.9%  more  than  in  1997  at  $843.4  million. 
This  strength  was  attributed  to  higher  exports  of  machinery  parts  which  included 
increases  of  108.4%  in  parts  for  drilling  machinery  (mostly  going  to  Alaska)  and 
320.8%  in  parts  for  certain  plant/lab  machinery.  Another  factor  was  a  480.3% 
increase  in  the  export  of  compressors,  from  $8.9  million  in  1 997  to  $51 .5  million 
in  1998.

Since  1993,  Alberta's  exports  of  electrical  and  electronic  equipment  has  grown 
by  a  total  of  325%.  This  sector  accounted  for  $1 .6  billion  of  commodity  exports, 
an  increase  of  29.2%  over  last  year.  Telecommunications  related  products 
made  up  the  majority  of  these  exports,  in  particular,  transmission  apparatus  and 
its  parts  ($961  million)  and  telephone  systems/apparatus  ($312  million).

The  United  States  accounted  for  $1.4  billion  of  electrical  and  electronic 
equipment  exports,  Mexico  $83.6  million  and  the  United  Kingdom  $30.0  million. 


Primary  Metal      Primary  metal  exports  consist  mainly  of  cobalt  and  nickel.  Overall,  the  sector 
Products  decreased  in  value  by  16.3%.  This  was  attributed  primarily  to  lower  exports  of 

nickel  related  products,  specifically  a  $62.8  million  decrease  in  unwrought 
nickel.  Cobalt,  which  accounted  for  the  majority  of  the  primary  metal  sector  fell 
by  6.1%  to  $212.4  million.  The  declines  for  cobalt  and  nickel  exports  were  price 
related. 

The  major  markets  for  primary  metal  products  were  the  Netherlands  at  $1 15.8 
million  (essentially  cobalt  and  nickel  imports),  United  States  with  $115.4  million, 
Japan  with  $66.8  million  and  Italy  with  $59.5  million.

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Exports  of  refined  petroleum  and  coal  products  were  valued  at  $328.3  million,  a 
16.7%  decrease  over  1997.  The  primary  reason  for  this  was  low  commodity 
prices  in  energy  resources. 

This  sector  consists  primarily  of  petroleum  oils,  which  accounted  for  70%  of  the 
total.  The  United  States  essentially  accounted  for  all  refined  petroleum  &  coal 
products  exports  with  99.5%.

Transportation  exports  in  1998  were  valued  at  $307  million,  an  increase  of 
43.5%  over  1997.  Much  of  this  increase  was  a  result  of  higher  exports  of 
aircraft  (up  $27.8  million)  and  trucks  (up  $39.9  million).  Combined,  these  two 
products  made  up  almost  one-half  of  all  transportation  exports.

The  major  market  in  1998  was  the  United  States  with  $219.4  million  in  imports, 
compared  to  $133.2  million  in  1997.  Most  of  the  imports  were  trucks  ($58.1 
million),  springs  ($46.9  million)  and  parts  for  motor  vehicles  ($26.5  million). 

Other  large  markets  included  the  United  Kingdom  ($45.3  million)  and 
Bangladesh  ($15.4  million).  Imports  by  these  two  counties  essentially  consisted 
of  aircraft.  In  1997,  the  United  Kingdom  imported  $0.8  million  of  transportation 
equipment  while  Bangladesh  imported  zero.

The  United  States  is  Alberta's  largest  export  market,  accounting  for  82.6%  of 
international  exports,  up  from  its  1997  market  share  of  80.1%.  Exports  to  the 
United  States  totaled  $25.2  billion,  representing  a  6.5%  decline  from  the  1997 
value  of  $27.0  billion.  This  decline  was  mostly  the  result  of  lower  prices  for 
crude  oil  and  liquefied  petroleum  gases,  and  to  a  lesser  degree  of  a  reporting 
error  by  Statistics  Canada. 


Canadian  exports  to  the  U.S.  rose  10.1%  in  1998,  because  of  very  strong 
growth  in  automotive  exports.  The  U.S.  accounted  for  85.1%  of  Canada's  1998 
exports.

If  exports  to  the  U.S.  are  excluded,  Alberta's  total  exports  declined  by  20.7% 
between  1997  and  1998,  mainly  as  a  result  of  large  declines  in  the  volumes  of 
agricultural  products  exported,  e.g.  wheat,  durum  wheat  and  barley.  Canadian 
non-U. S.  exports  were  14.6%  lower  in  1998  than  in  1997. 

Most  of  Alberta!s  major  non-U. S.  markets,  such  as  Japan,  South  Korea  and 
China,  imported  less  from  Alberta  in  1998  than  in  1997.  Other  major  markets, 
e.g.  Mexico  and  the  United  Kingdom,  increased  their  imports  from  Alberta 
significantly. 

Japan  was  Alberta's  second  largest  export  market,  accounting  for  4.2%  of 
Alberta  exports.  The  value  of  goods  exported  to  Japan  decreased  by  26.2%  to 
$1.3  billion  in  1998. 

Exports  to  South  Korea,  Alberta's  third  largest  market  in  1998,  were  down 
24.0%,  from  $545.8  million  in  1997  to  $414.8  million  in  1998. 

With  Alberta  imports  of  $392.4  million,  China  was  Alberta's  fourth  largest 
market.  This  was  11.3%  less  than  the  $442.6  million  China  imported  in  1997. 

As  a  result  of  strong  17.7%  growth  in  its  imports  from  Alberta,  Mexico  became 
Alberta's  fifth  largest  market  in  1998.  Mexico's  imports  from  Alberta  rose  to 
$271.5  million. 
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Exports  to  the  United  Kingdom  also  increased  strongly,  up  37.8%  from  $168.8 
million  in  1997  to  $232.7  million  in  1998. 

Taiwan  was  Alberta's  eighth  largest  market.  The  value  of  exports  to  Taiwan  fell 
from  $278.6  million  in  1997  to  $209.8  million  in  1998,  a  24.7%  decrease. 

Germany  moved  up  to  become  Alberta's  ninth  largest  export  market,  even 
though  the  value  of  Alberta's  exports  declined  by  6.6%,  to  $162.3  million  in 
1998. 

Exports  to  the  Netherlands  also  decreased,  by  13.3%  from  $184.1  million  in 
1997  to  $159.6  million  in  1998.

Asia  reduced  its  imports  of  Alberta  goods  by  25.6%,  from  $3.8  billion  in  1997  to 
$2.8  billion  in  1998.  Asia  accounted  for  9.2%  of  Alberta's  international 
commodity  exports. 

Exports  to  Western  Europe  increased  by  6.9%  between  1997  and  1998,  to  $1.1 
billion.  Exports  to  Eastern  European  markets  rose  sharply  by  32.4%,  to  $89.4 
million. 

The  Central  American  region,  which  includes  Mexico  and  the  Caribbean, 
experienced  a  6.2%  increase  in  imports  from  Alberta.  These  imports  grew  from 
$347.1  million  in  1997  to  $368.6  million  in  1998.  South  American  imports  from 
Alberta  fell  33.7%  from  $453.0  million  in  1997  to  $300.3  million  in  1998.  These 
two  regions  were  Alberta's  fourth  and  fifth  largest  markets.

Exports  to  the  Middle  East  fell  by  42.1%,  from  $509.1  million  in  1997  to  $294.6 
million  in  1998,  making  the  Middle  East  Alberta's  sixth  largest  market. 

Africa's  imports  from  Alberta  declined  by  28.6%  from  $347.5  million  to  $248.2 
million,  and  Africa  was  Alberta's  seventh  largest  regional  market.  At  $106.9 
million,  exports  to  Oceania  were  40.0%  lower  in  1998  than  in  1997.

Even  though  Alberta's  exports  to  the  United  States  were  6.5%  lower  in  1998  than 
they  were  in  1997,  they  increased  by  51.1%  between  1993  and  1998.  Canadian 
exports  increased  67.0%  over  that  same  period.

The  main  reasons  for  the  decline  in  Alberta's  1998  exports  to  the  U.S.  were: 

•  lower  commodity  prices,  e.g.  for  crude  oil  and  liquefied  petroleum  gases,  and 

•  a  reporting  error  by  Statistics  Canada  for  liquefied  petroleum  gases  (other 
than  propane  and  butanes),  which  resulted  in  an  overstatement  in  exports  for 
the  1993-  1997  period. 

After  adjusting  for  price  changes  and  the  reporting  error,  Alberta's  real  exports 
to  the  U.S.  rose  by  an  estimated  5%  between  1997  and  1998. 

The  United  States  imported  $25.2  billion  in  goods  from  Alberta  in  1998,  and  was 
Alberta's  largest  market.  Alberta's  exports  accounted  for  10.0%  of  Canada's 
exports  to  the  United  States.  Canada  exported  a  total  of  $252.4  billion  in  goods 
to  the  United  States  in  1998. 

Energy  products,  mostly  crude  oil  and  natural  gas,  accounted  for  the  largest 
portion  of  Alberta  exports  to  the  United  States.  Lower  crude  oil  exports, 
resulting  from  lower  prices,  accounted  for  most  of  the  $1.8  billion  decline  in 
exports  to  the  United  States.  The  value  of  crude  oil  exports  fell  by  21 .4%  to 
$6.7  billion.  Export  prices  of  crude  oil  declined  25.4%  and  volumes  exported 
rose  by  4.6%.  The  value  of  exports  of  Alberta's  largest  export  commodity  in 
1998,  natural  gas,  rose  1.2%  to  $8.0  billion.  A  3.8%  price  decline  was  more 
than  offset  by  a  5.1%  rise  in  the  quantity  of  gas  exported. 

Alberta  accounted  for  76.7%  of  Canada's  crude  oil  exports  to  the  United  States, 
and  89.8%  of  Canada's  natural  gas  exports. 

Of  the  natural  gas  products,  exports  of  liquefied  petroleum  gases,  other  than 
propane  and  butanes,  declined  by  82.0%,  from  $1.0  billion  to  $182.2  million, 
mainly  because  of  the  aforementioned  reporting  error.  Propane  fell  51 .2%  to 
$349.4  million  (lower  prices). 
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Commodities  that  had  strong  growth  in  exports  to  the  United  States  include: 

•  transmission  apparatus  for  radio-telephony,  up  42.1%  to  $816.6  million; 

•  boneless  bovine  cuts,  up  85.8%  to  $534.1  million; 

•  coniferous  (softwood)  chemical  wood  pulp,  up  25.4%  to  $426.3  million; 

•  oriented  strand  board,  up  98.1%  to  $323.7  million; 

•  acyclic  ethers  and  derivatives  thereof,  up  14.4%  to  $244.7  million; 

•  wooden  office  furniture,  up  35.1%  to  $158.2  million; 

•  parts  of  telephone  equipment,  up  80.1%  to  $133.2  million;  and 

•  parts  of  boring  and  sinking  machinery,  up  from  $39.0  million  in  1997  to  $109.0 
million  in  1998  (most  of  this  machinery  went  to  Alaska). 

All  of  these  commodities  increased  their  export  values  as  a  result  of  higher 
volumes  shipped.  In  the  case  of  oriented  strand  board,  higher  prices  also 
contributed  to  the  increase. 
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Asia  Asia  formed  Alberta's  second  largest  regional  market,  accounting  for  $2.8  billion 

of  exports  in  1998.  This  was  a  25.6%  decline  from  1997  exports  of  $3.8  billion. 

The  major  reasons  for  the  1998  decline  were  reduced  demand  in  Asia,  lower 
grain  volumes  and  lower  commodity  prices.  Wheat  exports  declined  54.2%  and 
barley  exports  70.1%,  due  to  lower  Asian  demand  and  a  reduction  in  Canadian 
grain  available  for  export.  Exports  of  lumber,  artificial  filament  tow  (for  cigarette 
filters),  canola  oil  and  oriented  strand  board  were  down  sharply  mostly  because 
of  lower  volumes,  while  exports  of  styrene,  and  polyethylene  declined  as  a 
result  of  lower  prices.  Coal,  Alberta's  top  export  to  Asia  in  1998,  declined  4.8% 
(lower  volumes),  and  canola  and  wood  pulp  exports  were  virtually  unchanged. 

Asia  represented  9.2%  of  the  $30.5  billion  in  goods  Alberta  exported 
internationally  in  1998.  Since  1994,  the  value  of  exports  to  Asia  has  fallen  by 
6.5%. 

Japan,  which  imported  almost  $1.3  billion  of  goods  from  Alberta  in  1998,  was 
Alberta's  largest  Asian  market  and  its  second  largest  overall.  South  Korea  was 
the  second  largest  Asian  market  and  third  largest  overall  with  Alberta  imports 
valued  at  $414.8  million.  China,  Taiwan  and  Indonesia  followed  with  imports  of 
$392.4  million,  $209.8  million  and  $150.7  million  respectively.  Smaller  Asian 
markets  include  Hong  Kong  ($90.0  million),  Singapore  ($81.1  million), 
Bangladesh  ($44.6  million),  Thailand  ($43.6  million),  Malaysia  ($28.2  million), 
and  Pakistan  ($26.5  million).

Japan  Japan  was  Alberta's  largest  Asian  export  market.  In  1998,  46%  of  the 

province's  exports  to  Asia  were  to  Japan.  Between  1997  and  1998,  the  value  of 
exports  decreased  by  26.2%  to  $1.3  billion.  Over  that  same  period,  Canada's 
exports  to  Japan  fell  26.0%.  Japan's  recession  was  the  primary  cause  of  these 
declines. 

Between  1994  and  1998,  Alberta  exports  to  Japan  fell  by  7.5%.  Canada's 
exports  to  Japan  fell  even  more:  by  15.2%.  Canada  exported  a  total  of  $8.2 
billion  to  Japan  in  1998.  Alberta's  share  of  Canadian  exports  to  Japan  was 
15.6%. 

For  the  third  year  in  a  row,  the  value  of  Alberta  coal  exports  to  Japan  declined. 
However,  this  commodity  continued  to  be  the  largest  export  to  Japan, 
accounting  for  24.2%  of  Alberta's  total  exports  to  that  country.  Coal  exports 
totaled  $308.9  million,  a  drop  of  13.2%.  Lower  volumes  were  the  cause  of  this 
decline. 

Canola,  valued  at  $204.4  million,  declined  by  28.2%,  but  remained  Alberta's 
second  largest  export  to  Japan.  Alberta's  third  largest  export,  non-coniferous 
(hardwood)  chemical  wood  pulp,  dropped  by  30.3%  to  $1 15.8  million.  Exports 
of  cobalt  fell  30.2%  to  $60.8  million,  and  of  lumber  47.8%  to  $56.7  million. 
Exports  of  wheat  dropped  by  55.1%,  to  $46.9  million.  Although  prices  were 
lower  for  all  of  these  commodities,  lower  volumes  accounted  for  the  largest 
share  of  the  declines. 

Exports  of  coniferous  (softwood)  chemical  wood  pulp  rose  7.3%  to  $70.4  million, 
as  volumes  increased.  Other  commodities  with  higher  exports  included  semi- 
chemical  wood  pulp,  frozen  beef  and  canola  oil. 
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South  Korea  South  Korea  was  Alberta's  second  largest  Asian  market  in  1998  and  its  third 

largest  overall.  Exports  to  South  Korea  totaled  $414.8  million,  compared  to 
$545.8  million  in  1997,  a  24.0%  decrease.  Canada's  exports  to  South  Korea 
decreased  by  41.6%.  These  declines  were  mainly  caused  by  South  Korea's 
recession. 

Alberta's  decline  was  due  to  large  decreases  in  exports  of  wheat,  ethylene 
glycol,  canola  oil  and  frozen  pork. 

Alberta  accounted  for  23.8%  of  the  $1.7  billion  in  Canadian  exports  to  South 
Korea.  Between  1994  and  1998,  Alberta  exports  to  South  Korea  fell  19.8%, 
compared  to  21.1%  for  all  of  Canada. 

Exports  of  coal  increased  by  16.4%  in  1998  to  $124.8  million,  and  remained 
Alberta's  top  export  to  South  Korea.  Exports  of  non-coniferous  chemical  wood 
pulp  rose  strongly  by  46.4%,  from  $69.9  million  in  1997  to  $102.3  million  in 
1 998.  The  two  commodities  accounted  for  54.7%  of  that  country's  Alberta 
imports.  These  increases  resulted  from  higher  volumes. 

Exports  of  canola  oil  fell  40.5%  to  $33.3  million,  of  ethylene  glycol  64.7%  to 
$22.5  million,  and  of  wheat  88.8%  to  $6.6  million.  Exports  of  frozen  swine  cuts 
fell  from  $1 1 .4  million  in  1 997  to  $0.5  million  in  1 998.  For  all  of  these 
commodities  lower  volumes  caused  the  declines  in  value.  Lower  prices  caused 
the  value  of  styrene  exports  to  drop  6.9%  to  $63.3  million. 

China 

In  1998,  Alberta  exports  to  China  declined  for  the  third  year  in  a  row,  falling  by 
1 1 .3%  to  $392.4  million.  Canada's  exports  to  China  declined  by  9.9%. 

The  major  contributors  to  Alberta's  export  decline  were  a  28.9%  drop  in  exports 
of  artificial  filament  tow,  Alberta's  largest  export  to  China,  a  73.0%  drop  in 
barley,  and  a  53.8%  drop  in  ethylene  glycol. 

In  1998,  China  was  Alberta's  third  largest  Asian  market.  Of  the  $2.1  billion  in 
Canadian  exports  to  China,  Alberta  accounted  for  18.5%.  Between  1994  and 
1998,  Alberta's  exports  to  China  grew  by  4.8%,  while  Canada's  exports  to  China 
fell  by  0.3%. 

In  1997,  no  canola  was  exported  to  China,  but  in  1998  $61.8  million  of  canola 
was  exported.  Commodities  with  large  increases  in  exports  between  1997  and 
1998  included  polyethylene,  semi-chemical  wood  pulp,  sulphur  and  cellulose 
acetates.  Increased  volumes  caused  these  large  rises  in  value. 

Lower  volumes  led  to  the  declines  in  exports  of  artificial  filament  tow  (for 
cigarette  filters)  from  $105.0  million  in  1997  to  $74.6  million  in  1996,  of  wheat 
from  $91.8  million  to  $68.5  million,  of  ethylene  glycol  from  $53.2  million  to  $24.6 
million,  and  of  barley  from  $60.1  million  to  $16.2  million. 
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Taiwan  In  1998,  Taiwan  formed  Alberta's  fourth  largest  Asian  market  and  its  seventh 

largest  overall.  Alberta  exports  to  Taiwan  were  24.7%  lower  in  1998,  totaling 
$209.8  million.  Canada's  exports  fell  by  28.8%.  Alberta's  share  of  Canada's 
exports  to  Taiwan  was  18.7%. 

Between  1994  and  1998,  Alberta  exports  to  Taiwan  declined  by  1.1%,  and 
Canada's  exports  by  6.7%. 

Even  though  exports  of  ethylene  glycol  were  36.2%  lower  in  1998  than  they 
were  in  1997,  this  commodity  remained  Alberta's  largest  export  to  Taiwan  at 
$59.2  million,  down  from  $92.8  million  in  1997.  Exports  of  bovine  hides  fell 
6.4%,  from  $31.5  million  to  $29.5  million,  and  of  styrene  57.9%  to  $24.0  million. 
Exports  of  semi-chemical  wood  pulp  rose  19.2%.  All  of  these  changes  were 
mostly  volume  related,  except  for  the  decline  for  bovine  hides,  which  was  price 
related. 


Indonesia  After  four  consecutive  years  of  strong  and  consistent  growth,  exports  to 

Indonesia  dropped  32.6%  in  1998,  from  $223.7  million  in  1997  to  $150.7  million. 
Canada's  exports  to  Indonesia  declined  by  35.2%.  Alberta  accounted  for  29.7% 
of  Canadian  exports  to  Indonesia. 

Between  1994  and  1998,  Alberta  exports  to  Indonesia  rose  20.7%,  compared 
with  12.4%  growth  at  the  Canadian  level. 

Three  commodities,  wheat,  ethylene  glycol  and  semi-chemical  wood  pulp, 
accounted  for  84%  of  total  exports  to  Indonesia.  Exports  of  wheat  and  ethylene 
glycol  both  fell  35.5%,  to  $70.0  million  and  $34.7  million  respectively.  For  both 
commodities,  these  declines  were  caused  by  lower  volumes. 

Exports  of  semi-chemical  wood  pulp  almost  doubled  to  $21 .8  million.  Exports  of 
flour,  meals  and  pellets  of  meat,  fell  from  $11.1  million  in  1997,  to  $0.9  million  in 
1998.  Exports  of  polyethylene  dropped  by  69.9%. 


Hong  Kong  In  1998,  Hong  Kong  reduced  its  imports  from  Alberta  by  14.4%,  from  $105.2 

million  in  1997  to  $90.0  million.  This  decline  was  mainly  the  result  of  large 
decreases  in  exports  of  filament  tow  and  canola  oil.  Canada's  exports  to  Hong 
Kong  fell  21.5%  in  1998. 

Hong  Kong's  imports  of  Alberta  goods  increased  by  11.7%  between  1994  and 
1998,  considerably  less  than  the  43.7%  growth  at  the  Canadian  level.  In  1998, 
Alberta  accounted  for  6.9%  of  Canadian  exports  to  Hong  Kong. 

Exports  of  artificial  filament  tow  fell  46.6%  to  $23.9  million,  while  exports  of 
canola  oil  were  72.6%  lower  in  1998  at  $4.7  million.  Both  declines  were  the 
result  of  reductions  in  volumes  shipped.  Exports  of  polyethylene  were  1 1 .9% 
lower  as  a  result  of  lower  prices.  Exports  of  canola,  barley  and  electric  control 
boards  and  panels,  non-existent  in  1997,  totaled  $21.7  million,  $4.3  million  and 
$3.9  million  respectively,  in  1998. 
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The  value  of  Alberta's  exports  to  Western  Europe  increased  by  6.9%  in  1998  to 
$1.1  billion.  A  large  decline  in  the  value  of  Alberta's  top  export  to  Western 
Europe,  nickel,  caused  by  lower  prices,  was  more  than  made  up  for  by  strong 
growth  in  semi-chemical  wood  pulp,  wheat,  used  aircraft  and  soya  beans. 

Western  Europe  represented  3.6%  of  Alberta's  total  international  exports.  It 
was  the  region  with  the  highest  growth  in  imports  from  Alberta  for  the  1994  to 
1998  period.  Over  that  period,  exports  to  the  region  more  than  doubled. 

The  United  Kingdom  replaced  the  Netherlands  as  Alberta's  largest  Western 
European  market,  reaching  $232.7  million  in  1998.  Italy  was  the  second  largest 
market  with  exports  of  $173.2  million.  Germany  was  Alberta's  third  largest 
Western  European  market  ($162.3  million),  followed  by  the  Netherlands  ($159.6 
million),  and  Belgium  ($152.2  million).

United  Kingdom 


In  1998,  the  United  Kingdom  (UK)  became  Alberta's  largest  Western  European 
market,  and  its  sixth  largest  overall  market.  Exports  to  the  UK  increased  37.8%, 
from  $168.8  million  in  1997  to  $232.7  million  in  1998,  mostly  as  a  result  of  $44.6 
million  of  used  aircraft  exported  in  1998  (no  exports  in  1997).  Canada's  exports 
to  the  UK  grew  by  12.6%.  Alberta's  share  of  Canadian  exports  to  the  UK  was 
5.7%. 

Between  1994  and  1998,  Alberta's  exports  to  the  UK  almost  doubled,  rising  by 
93.7%.  Over  the  same  period,  Canada's  exports  rose  29.1%. 

In  1998,  all  of  Alberta's  top  export  commodities  to  the  UK  showed  strong 
growth.  Exports  of  coal  rose  7.0%  to  $29.6  million,  of  wheat  24.5%  to  $25.5 
million,  of  parts  of  telephone  line  systems  30.0%  to  $13.8  million,  and  of  semi- 
chemical  wood  pulp  50.5%  to  $13.2  million.  For  all  of  these  commodities  the 
value  of  exports  rose  because  of  higher  volumes. 

Exports  of  nickel,  nickel  powders  and  flakes,  and  artificial  body  parts  also 
increased  significantly,  but  exports  of  telephone  switching  apparatus  declined 
sharply. 


Italy  became  Alberta's  second  largest  Western  European  market  in  1998.  The 
value  of  exports  to  Italy  increased  7.6%,  from  $161.1  million  in  1997  to  $173.2 
million  in  1998,  because  of  large  increases  in  exports  of  nickel  and  wheat. 
Italy's  imports  of  Canadian  goods  fell  by  5.3%.  Alberta's  share  of  Canadian 
exports  to  Italy  was  1 1 .6%. 

Over  the  past  five  years,  Alberta's  exports  to  Italy  grew  129.3%,  considerably 
more  than  Canada's  increase  of  25.5%. 


Italy 
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Nickel  remained  the  leading  export  to  Italy,  accounting  for  34.1%  of  Alberta's 
exports  to  Italy.  Nickel  exports  increased  by  44.3%  to  $59.0  million.  Exports  of 
wheat  also  rose  strongly  by  42.9%  to  $26.9  million.  Both  of  these  increases 
resulted  from  sharply  higher  volumes.  Exports  of  both  coniferous  and  non- 
coniferous  chemical  wood  pulp,  and  of  horse  meat  were  lower,  mainly  as  a 
result  of  lower  volumes. 


Germany  Exports  to  Germany  dropped  by  6.6%,  from  $173.8  million  in  1997  to  $162.3 

million  in  1998.  This  decrease  can  be  attributed  to  large  declines  in  Alberta 
exports  of  nickel,  styrene  and  hardwood  chemical  wood  pulp. 

Canada's  exports  to  Germany  fell  by  5.3%  in  1998.  Alberta's  share  of  Canadian 
exports  to  Germany  was  6.5%. 

Between  1994  and  1998,  Alberta's  exports  to  Germany  have  increased  by 
133.3%.  This  compares  favourably  with  Canada's  growth  of  12.7%. 

The  three  types  of  wood  pulp,  hardwood  and  softwood  chemical  and  semi- 
chemical,  were  again  Alberta's  top  exports  to  Germany  in  1998.  Lower  volumes 
caused  a  27.8%  decline  for  non-coniferous  (hardwood)  wood  pulp  to  $30.7 
million,  and  a  6.3%  decline  for  coniferous  (softwood)  wood  pulp  to  $22.8  million. 
Because  of  a  large  increase  in  the  quantities  shipped,  semi-chemical  wood  pulp 
exports  rose  by  24.0%  to  $19.9  million. 

Heterocyclic  compounds  exports  rose  from  $0.9  million  in  1997  to  $13.4  million 
in  1998.  Exports  of  soya  beans,  which  were  not  exported  in  1997,  totaled  $12.9 
million  in  1998.  Nickel  exports  dropped  from  $20.3  million  in  1997  to  $0.2 
million  in  1998,  and  styrene,  exports  of  which  totaled  $11.3  million  in  1997,  was 
not  exported  in  1998. 


Netherlands  The  Netherlands  dropped  from  being  Alberta's  top  Western  European  market  in 

1997  to  fourth  largest  in  1998.  Dutch  imports  from  Alberta  dropped  by  13.3%, 
from  $184.1  million  in  1997  to  $159.6  million  in  1998,  mainly  because  of  lower 
nickel  and  cobalt  shipments.  Canada's  exports  to  the  Netherlands  rose  7.5%. 
Alberta  accounted  for  9.1%  of  the  Netherlands'  imports  from  Canada.  Between 
1994  and  1998,  Alberta's  exports  to  that  country  have  grown  significantly  more 
than  Canada's  (110.1%  versus  47.5%). 

Alberta's  top  two  exports  in  1998  were  cobalt  and  nickel,  accounting  for  69.2% 
of  total  exports  to  the  Netherlands.  Exports  of  these  commodities  decreased 
dramatically  because  of  much  lower  prices.  Cobalt  exports  fell  by  15.3%  to 
$59.5  million  in  1998,  and  nickel  exports  by  22.4%  to  $51.0  million. 

Large  declines  were  also  reported  for  methanol,  nickel  powders  and  flakes,  and 
air  and  gas  compressors.  Exports  of  coniferous  wood  pulp,  semi-chemical 
wood  pulp,  and  boring  and  sinking  machinery  rose  strongly. 
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Central 
America, 
Mexico  and 
the  Caribbean 


1998  was  the  eighth  consecutive  year  in  which  the  value  of  exports  to  the 
Central  American  region  rose.  Between  1997  and  1998,  it  increased  from 
$347.1  million  to  $368.6  million.  This  jump  of  6.2%  was  mostly  the  result  of 
increased  shipments  of  electrical  and  electronic  equipment,  and  of  machinery. 

Since  1994,  Alberta  exports  have  slightly  more  than  doubled.  Central  America 
was  Alberta's  fourth  largest  regional  market  in  1998. 

The  majority  of  Alberta's  exports  went  to  Mexico.  That  country  imported  $271.5 
million  or  73.7%  of  Alberta's  goods  in  this  region.  Cuba  was  Alberta's  second 
largest  Central  American  market  at  $75.9  million,  followed  by  Guatemala  and 
Costa  Rica.

Mexico  Mexico  was  Alberta's  fifth  largest  market  in  1998.  Exports  increased  17.7%  in 

1998,  from  $230.6  million  in  1997  to  $271.5  million,  mostly  because  of  strong 
growth  in  exports  of  telecommunication  equipment.  This  was  the  seventh 
consecutive  annual  increase  for  Mexico's  imports  from  Alberta.  Mexico's 
imports  from  Canada  increased  by  6.6%.  Alberta's  share  of  Canada's  exports 
to  Mexico  in  1998  was  20.9%. 

Since  1994,  the  total  growth  in  Alberta  exports  to  Mexico  was  86.4%, 
considerably  higher  than  Canada's  growth  of  23.1%. 

Canola  and  wheat  accounted  for  45.0%  of  Alberta's  exports  to  Mexico.  The 
value  of  Alberta's  canola  exports  to  Mexico  increased  0.8%  to  $71.2  million  in 
1998.  Exports  of  Alberta  wheat  rose  0.3%  in  1998,  to  $51.1  million. 

Other  major  exports  to  Mexico  included  sulphur  ($15.1  million  in  1997  and  $15.0 
million  in  1998),  integrated  circuits  ($11.8  million  in  1997  and  $13.2  million  in 
1998),  parts  for  telephone  line  systems  ($4.6  million  and  $12.2  million), 
headphones  and  earphones  ($5.2  million  and  $11.6  million),  and  telephonic 
switching  apparatus  ($6.2  million  and  $11.2  million). 


Cuba  In  1998,  Cuba's  imports  from  Alberta  increased  by  14.0%  to  $75.9  million,  while 

its  imports  from  Canada  rose  27.1%.  Over  the  last  five  years,  the  value  of 
Alberta  exports  to  Cuba  has  increased  almost  ten-fold,  an  even  larger  jump  than 
the  Canadian  increase  of  about  250%.  Alberta  accounted  for  18.5%  of 
Canadian  exports  to  Cuba. 

Alberta's  leading  export  to  Cuba  in  1998  was  sulphur.  Alberta  exported  $14.7 
million  of  sulphur  in  1998,  5.8%  less  than  the  1997  value  of  $15.6  million  (lower 
prices).  Alberta's  second  highest-valued  export  to  Cuba  was  boring  and  sinking 
machinery  (oil  and  gas  field  equipment),  which  increased  from  $0.9  million  in 
1997  to  $11.9  million.  Exports  of  dried  peas  fell  9.3%  to  $10.1  million.

South  South  America  was  the  fifth  largest  regional  market  for  Alberta  goods.  Alberta 

America  exports  to  this  region  dropped  by  33.7%  in  1998  to  $300.3  million,  from  $453.0 

million  in  1997.  The  main  cause  of  this  decline  was  a  large  reduction  in  wheat 
exports  to  the  region,  as  volumes  fell  sharply.  Since  1994,  exports  to  South 
America  have  grown  10.5%. 

Brazil,  with  Alberta  imports  of  $130.4  million,  accounted  for  43.4%  of  Alberta's 
exports  to  South  America.  Venezuela  was  the  second  largest  South  American 
market  with  Alberta  imports  of  $50.9  million,  followed  by  Colombia  at  $31.2 
million,  Chile  at  $26.2  million,  and  Peru  at  $24.0  million.

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Brazil  Alberta  exports  to  Brazil  fell  by  20.1%  to  $130.4  million  in  1998,  down  from 

$163.2  million  in  1997.  This  decline  was  the  result  of  large  declines  for  sulphur, 
wheat  and  used  aircraft.  Canada's  exports  to  Brazil  declined  19.9%.  Alberta's 
share  of  Canadian  exports  to  Brazil  equaled  10.5%  in  1998. 

Since  1994,  Alberta  exports  to  Brazil  have  declined  by  9.4%,  while  Canadian 
exports  grew  by  30.7%. 

The  top  two  export  commodities  to  Brazil,  sulphur  and  wheat,  accounted  for 
more  than  half  of  Alberta  exports.  Alberta's  sulphur  exports  to  Brazil  dropped  in 
1998,  as  both  volumes  and  prices  decreased.  They  were  valued  at  $63.0 
million  in  1997,  and  fell  by  a  third  to  $42.1  million  in  1998.  Exports  of  wheat  fell 
by  more  than  half  in  1998  to  $28.7  million,  from  $58.9  million  in  1997,  as 
quantities  shipped  dropped. 

Alberta's  third  largest  export  to  Brazil  was  coal,  valued  at  $20.0  million,  a  38.2% 
increase  resulting  from  higher  volumes.  Exports  of  articles  of  iron  and  steel, 
commodities  not  exported  in  1997,  totaled  $12.5  million  in  1998.  Malt  exports 
dropped  slightly,  because  of  lower  prices. 


Venezuela  Alberta  exports  to  Venezuela  dropped  by  7.5%  in  1998,  from  $54.9  million  in 

1997  to  $50.9  million.  Canadian  exports  declined  by  16.5%.  Alberta's  five  year 
increase  in  exports  was  232.2%.  This  was  considerably  higher  than  Canada's 
40.1%  increase. 

Exports  of  wheat  and  durum  wheat  accounted  for  almost  two  third  of  total 
exports  to  Venezuela.  Lower  volumes  caused  exports  of  wheat  to  fall  by  23.0% 
to  $25.8  million,  and  durum  wheat  by  19.1%  to  $7.6  million. 


Colombia  Alberta  exports  to  Colombia  fell  by  50.7%  in  1998  to  $31 .2  million,  compared  to 

$63.3  million  in  1997.  Canadian  exports  to  Colombia  declined  by  19.6%  in 
1998.  Over  the  last  five  years,  Alberta's  exports  to  Colombia  increased  37.2%, 
compared  with  a  14.7%  decline  in  Canada's  exports  to  that  country. 

Wheat  accounted  for  about  70%  of  Colombia's  total  imports  from  Alberta. 
Lower  volumes  resulted  in  a  42.5%  drop  in  wheat  exports,  from  $37.7  million  to 
$21.6  million  in  1998.  Dried  beans  were  the  second  highest  valued  export,  at 
$2.2  million,  a  69.1%  drop  from  1997's  value  of  $7.1  million.  Malt  exports  fell 
from  $6.9  million  in  1997  to  no  exports  in  1998. 


Chile  Chilean  imports  from  Alberta  dropped  by  54.1%  in  1998,  to  $26.2  million,  as 

imports  of  wheat,  urea  and  coal  declined  sharply.  Chile's  imports  from  Canada 
fell  by  17.5%.  Between  1994  and  1998,  Alberta  exports  to  Chile  declined  by 
40.7%  and  Canadian  exports  rose  4.5%. 

Sharply  lower  volumes  caused  an  87.8%  drop  in  wheat  and  a  28.2%  drop  in 
coal  exports.  Urea,  with  $8.0  million  of  exports  in  1997,  was  not  exported  in 
1998. 
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Middle  East        Tne  Middle  East  was  Alberta's  sixth  largest  regional  market  in  1998.  Alberta 

exports  to  the  region  fell  sharply  by  42.1%,  from  $509.1  million  in  1997  to 
$294.6  million  in  1998,  mainly  as  a  result  of  very  large  declines  in  exports  of 
wheat  and  barley  to  Iran  and  Saudi  Arabia.  For  the  entire  region,  exports  of 
wheat,  durum  wheat  and  barley  dropped  sharply,  while  exports  of  oil  and  gas 
field  equipment  and  sulphur  rose  strongly.  Between  1994  and  1998  exports  to 
the  region  rose  45.7%. 

Even  though  Alberta's  exports  to  Iran  fell  from  $236.7  million  in  1997  to  $84.3 
million  in  1998,  Iran  remained  Alberta's  largest  Middle  Eastern  market. 
Alberta's  second  largest  market  in  the  Middle  East  was  the  United  Arab 
Emirates.  Iran  and  the  United  Arab  Emirates  accounted  for  more  than  half  of 
Alberta's  exports  to  the  Middle  East.  Other  major  Middle  Eastern  markets 
include  Israel,  Kuwait,  Libya,  Turkey  and  Saudi  Arabia.

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Iran  Iran  was  Alberta's  largest  market  in  the  Middle  East,  accounting  for  more  than 

one  quarter  of  exports  to  this  region.  Alberta's  exports  to  Iran  fell  by  64.4%, 
from  $236.7  million  in  1997  to  $84.3  million  in  1998.  Alberta  accounted  for 
about  a  third  of  Canada's  exports  to  Iran,  which  fell  by  65.2%  in  1998.  Since 
1994,  Alberta's  exports  to  Iran  have  fallen  by  12.2%,  much  less  than  Canada's 
decline  of  43.8%. 

The  large  decline  in  exports  to  Iran  in  1998  was  the  results  of  much  lower 
volumes  of  grain  exported  to  Iran.  Although  wheat  still  accounted  for  more  than 
two  third  of  Alberta's  exports,  the  $59.4  million  shipped  to  Iran  in  1998  was 
73.4%  less  than  1997's  value  of  $223.1  million.  Barley,  with  $6.2  million  of 
exports  in  1997,  was  not  exported  in  1998. 

A  number  of  oil  and  gas  field  equipment  categories  had  strong  growth  in  1998. 
These  categories/include  machines  with  individual  functions,  taps,  cocks  and 
valves,  boring  and  sinking  machinery,  and  parts  of  boring  and  sinking 
machinery. 


United  Arab        The  United  Arab  Emirates  (UAE)  were  Alberta's  second  largest  market  in  the 
Emirates  Middle  East  in  1 998.  1 998  was  the  fifth  consecutive  year  in  which  Alberta 

exports  to  the  emirates  increased.  Alberta  exports  to  the  UAE  rose  27.8%  in 
1998,  from  $50.9  million  to  $65.1  million.  Canadian  exports  to  the  UAE 
increased  6.5%. 

Over  the  period  1994  to  1998,  Alberta's  exports  grew  more  than  five-fold,  while 
Canada's  exports  increased  by  more  than  150%. 

Wheat  exports  to  the  UAE  rose  68.2%  to  $45.0  million,  and  accounted  for 
69.1%  of  Alberta's  exports  to  the  emirates.  Other  commodities  with  substantial 
export  growth  include  parts  of  hydraulic  or  pneumatic  power  engines  and 
motors,  and  parts  of  boring  and  sinking  machinery.

Africa  ln  1998>  Africa's  imports  from  Alberta  declined  by  28.6%  to  $248.2  million,  from 

$347.5  million  in  1997,  mainly  as  a  result  of  large  declines  in  sulphur  and 
especially  wheat  shipments.  Between  1994  and  1998,  African  imports  from 
Alberta  rose  73.4%.

Three  countries  accounted  for  76.5%  of  Alberta's  exports  to  Africa.  Algeria  was 
the  top  African  market  as  it  accounted  for  30.0%  of  all  exports  to  the  region. 
After  Algeria  came  Morocco  at  26.0%  and  South  Africa  at  20.5%.

Algeria  Algeria  was  Alberta's  largest  African  market  in  1998.  Exports  to  Algeria  fell 

31.5%  in  1998,  from  $108.6  million  in  1997  to  $74.4  million.  Canadian  exports 
to  Algeria  were  down  12.7%.  Alberta's  share  of  Canadian  exports  to  Algeria 
was  13.7%. 

Total  growth  in  Alberta  exports  to  Algeria  since  1994  was  40.4%,  compared  to 
the  Canadian  growth  of  12.1%. 

Durum  wheat  accounted  for  91.1%  of  Alberta's  exports  to  Algeria.  Exports  of 
durum  wheat  rose  1.2%,  from  $67.0  million  in  1997  to  $67.8  million  in  1998. 
Wheat  exports  tumbled  95%,  from  $37.5  million  in  1997  to  $1.8  million  in  1998. 
Exports  of  prefabricated  buildings  rose  strongly  to  $1 .7  million. 


Morocco  Alberta  exports  to  Morocco  were  33.4%  lower  in  1998  than  they  were  in  1997, 

falling  from  $96.7  million  to  $64.4  million.  Canadian  exports  to  Morocco 
declined  by  8.6%  in  1998.  In  that  year,  Alberta  accounted  for  35.2%  of 
Canada's  exports  to  Morocco. 

Alberta's  increase  in  exports  to  Morocco  between  1994  and  1998  was  88.9%, 
compared  to  Canada's  increase  of  147.0%. 
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Sulphur  exports  accounted  for  63.0%  of  Alberta's  1998  exports  to  Morocco. 
The  value  of  these  exports  declined  by  49.4%,  from  $80.3  million  in  1997  to 
$40.6  million,  as  a  result  of  reduced  volumes  and  lower  prices. 

Exports  of  durum  wheat  rose  28.7%  in  1998,  to  $12.4  million,  as  quantities 
increased.  Exports  of  wheat  were  up  6.0%  to  $6.6  million.  Canola  exports 
totaled  $4.0  million  in  1998. 


South  Africa  South  Africa  was  Alberta's  third  largest  market  in  Africa.  Alberta  exports  to 

South  Africa  increased  by  21.7%,  from  $41.8  million  in  1997  to  $50.8  million  in 
1998.  Canadian  exports  declined  by  19.1%. 

Between  1994  and  1998,  the  increase  in  exports  from  Alberta  to  South  Africa 
was  180.2%,  much  higher  than  Canada's  rise  of  3.7%. 

Sulphur  and  wheat  accounted  for  74.1%  of  Alberta  exports  to  South  Africa. 
Sulphur  exports  fell  marginally,  from  $23.4  million  in  1997  to  $22.9  million  in 
1998,  as  a  result  of  lower  prices.  Wheat  exports  rose  18.8%,  from  $12.4  million 
in  1997  to  $14.7  million,  as  volumes  were  higher.  Exports  of  malt,  not  exported 
to  South  Africa  in  1997,  totaled  $5.6  million  in  1998. 
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Oceania  Oceania  consists  of  Australia,  New  Zealand  and  other  South  Pacific  countries. 

Alberta  exports  to  this  region  declined  sharply  by  40.0%  between  1997  and 
1998,  from  $178.2  million  to  $106.9  million.  The  value  of  exports  to  this  region 
fell  by  7.3%  between  1994  and  1998.

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Australia  Australia  was  Alberta's  largest  Oceania  market  in  1997,  accounting  for  63.9%  of 

exports  to  the  region.  1998  was  the  third  consecutive  year  in  which  exports  to 
Australia  declined.  In  1998  they  were  valued  at  $68.3  million,  a  41.8%  decrease 
from  1 997's  value  of  $1 1 7.4  million.  Canada's  exports  to  Australia  also 
declined,  by  1.5%.  Alberta  accounted  for  7.3%  of  Canadian  exports  to 
Australia. 

Exports  to  Australia  decreased  by  26.5%  between  1994  and  1998.  Canada's 
exports  to  Australia  rose  8.7%  over  the  same  period. 

The  1998  decline  in  exports  to  Australia  was  caused  by  sharp  declines  in 
exports  of  polyethylene,  aircraft,  ammonium  sulphate  and  urea.  The  latter  three 
commodities  were  exported  in  1997,  but  not  in  1998. 

Polyethylene  was  Alberta's  leading  export  to  Australia  in  1998.  Exports  fell  by 
34.3%  to  $15.6  million  in  1998,  as  both  prices  and  volumes  declined. 

Alberta's  second  largest  export  to  Australia  in  1998  was  sulphur  with  a  value  of 
$7.2  million,  up  from  $4.4  million  in  1997.  Exports  of  parts  for  telephone  line 
systems  rose  from  $5.3  million  to  $6.4  million.  Other  major  exports  included 
artificial  filament  tow,  telephone  apparatus  and  wood  pulp. 


New  Zealand  New  Zealand  was  Alberta's  second  largest  market  in  the  Oceania  region, 

accounting  for  $38.5  million.  Alberta  exports  to  New  Zealand  declined  by 
26.6%,  from  $52.4  million  in  1997.  Alberta  accounted  for  20.0%  of  Canadian 
exports  to  New  Zealand,  which  fell  by  34.7%. 

Total  growth  in  Alberta  exports  to  New  Zealand  for  the  1994  to  1998  period  was 
77.8%.  Canada's  five-year  growth  was  37.7%. 

Alberta's  largest  export  to  New  Zealand  in  1998  was  crude  oil,  at  $21.6  million. 
This  commodity  was  not  shipped  to  New  Zealand  in  1997. 

Exports  of  polyethylene,  sulphur  and  wheat  to  New  Zealand  declined  sharply 
between  1997  and  1998.  Polyethylene  exports  declined  64.4%  (lower  volumes 
and  lower  prices)  to  $4.9  million.  Exports  of  wheat  dropped  by  almost  90%  to 
$2.2  million,  and  exports  of  sulphur  by  64.1%  to  $2.7  million. 
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Eastern  Eastern  Europe  is  Alberta's  smallest  regional  export  market.  Alberta  exports  to 

Europe  the  re9ion  rose  strongly  by  32.4%  in  1998,  from  $67.5  million  in  1997  to  $89.4 

^  million.  Large  increases  in  exports  to  Poland,  Kazakhstan  and  Hungary  more 

than  made  up  for  a  substantial  drop  in  exports  to  Russia,  Alberta's  largest 

Eastern  European  market. 

In  1998,  Russia  and  Poland  accounted  for  70.7%  of  Alberta's  exports  to  Eastern 
Europe.  Between  1994  and  1998,  Alberta  exports  to  the  region  rose  3.6%.

Russia  In  1998,  Alberta  exports  to  Russia  totaled  $34.4  million.  Compared  to  the  1997 

value  of  $46.4  million,  this  represented  a  decline  of  25.8%. 

In  1998,  Canada  exported  $276.3  million,  a  23.5%  decline  from  1997.  Alberta's 
share  of  Canada's  exports  to  Russia  was  12.5%.  Between  1994  and  1998, 
Alberta's  exports  to  Russia  dropped  by  about  half,  while  Canada's  increased  by 
half. 

Alberta's  largest  exports  to  Russia  in  1998  were  parts  for  machines  and 
mechanical  appliances  with  individual  functions  (e.g.  oil  and  gas  field 
equipment).  Exports  of  these  commodities  dropped  by  18.3%  between  1997 
and  1 998  to  $5.7  million.  Russia  imported  $4.9  million  of  units  for  automatic 
data  processing  machines,  commodities  not  imported  in  1997.  Parts  for 
machinery  for  lifting,  handling,  loading  or  unloading  (e.g.  log  handling 
equipment),  rose  from  $2.8  million  in  1997  to  $2.9  million  in  1998.  In  1997, 
Russia  had  significant  imports  of  iron  and  steel  structures,  wheat  and  diesel 
trucks,  commodities  not  imported  in  1998. 


Poland  Poland's  imports  from  Alberta  rose  sharply  by  269.3%,  from  $7.7  million  in  1997 

to  $28.4  million  in  1998.  Imports  from  Canada  increased  29.8%.  Between  1994 
and  1998,  Alberta's  exports  to  Poland  rose  almost  twelve-fold,  while  Canada's 
more  than  tripled. 

The  major  imports  from  Alberta  were  parts  for  machinery  for  the  treatment  of 
materials  involving  a  change  of  temperature  ($20.3  million  in  1998  vs.  no 
imports  in  1997),  durum  wheat  ($2.0  million  in  1998  vs.  $1.4  million  in  1997), 
guts,  bladders  and  stomachs  of  animals  ($1.5  million  vs.  $0.9  million),  and 
canola  ($1.5  million  vs.  no  exports  in  1997).

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MARKET  OPENNESS 

On  January  1,  1994,  Canada,  Mexico  and  the  United  States  of  America  entered  into  the  North 
American  Free  Trade  Agreement  (NAFTA).  This  agreement  initiated  the  reduction  and  eventual 
elimination  in  tariffs  of  goods  between  Canada  and  Mexico.  It  also  abolished  import-licensing 
requirements  for  most  goods,  lowered  customs  duties,  and  placed  conditions  on  the  implementation  of 
non-tariff  barriers  such  as  quota  restrictions. 

Canadian  products  are  still  required  to  meet  official  standards  known  as  "Normas  Oficiales  Mexicanos" 
(NOMs)  and  have  all  documentation  including  the  "pedimiento  de  importation"  and  the  "NAFTA 
Certification  of  Origin". 

FINANCING  AVAILABILITY 

Mexico  received  a  vote  of  confidence  from  the  World  Bank  in  1998.  The  Bank  noted  that  Mexico  is  the 
Latin  American  country  that  has  best  borne  the  effects  of  the  recent  international  financial  crisis.  The 
World  Bank  attributes  Mexico  success  in  large  part  to  its  membership  in  the  North  American  Free  Trade 
Agreement,  which  has  helped  Mexico  to  diversify  its  exports.  The  Bank  suggests  that  economic  growth 
in  Mexico  in  1998  will  be  in  the  4.0%  range,  higher  than  Brazil,  Chile  and  Venezuela. 

Overall  collection  experience  is  fair,  with  some  payment  delays.  In  Mexico  credit  is  difficult  to  come  by 
as  the  banking  sector  continues  to  recover  and  consolidate.  EDC  has  had  good  experience  in  Mexico, 
and  is  open  in  the  market  without  restrictions.  Claims  experience  in  Mexico  has  revealed  that  legal 
system  remains  slow  and  cumbersome,  recovery  of  some  claims  has  been  slow.  Although  the  peso 
crisis  is  over,  the  banking  system  in  Mexico  remains  weak.  However,  there  are  now  indications  that 
there  is  a  meaningful  increase  in  new  bank  credit  within  the  market. 

ALBERTA  RELATIONSHIP 

As  a  member  of  NAFTA,  Mexico  is  an  increasingly  important  trading  partner  for  Alberta.  Alberta 
Agriculture  has  a  Commercial  Officer  based  in  Guadalajara,  Jalisco.  During  the  1998  Team  Canada 
visit  to  Mexico,  Alberta  and  the  state  of  Jalisco  signed  a  MOU  to  increase  economic  cooperation  and 
expand  trade  and  investment  ties  between  the  two  regions.  Mexico  maintains  a  consular 
representative  for  Alberta  in  Calgary. 

Alberta  signed  an  economic  cooperation  agreement  with  the  state  of  Durango,  in  October  1994.  The 
Alberta  Chamber  of  Commerce  has  co-located  an  office  at  CONACO  (Mexico's  umbrella  Chamber) 
until  1999.  The  Edmonton  Chamber  of  Commerce  has  an  agreement  with  CANACO  in  Monterrey. 
Calgary  has  a  twinning  agreement  with  Naucalpan,  and  a  special  economic  alliance  with  the  state  of 
Colima  since  1995.  Several  Alberta  academic  institutions  have  established  formal  and  informal 
relationships  with  Mexican  academic  institutions. 

Premier  Klein  led  a  successful  Alberta  trade  mission  to  Mexico,  January  26-28,  1999.  President  Zedillo 
met  Premier  Klein,  Alberta  Ministers,  industry  and  academic  representatives  in  Calgary,  in  June  1996, 
and  there  have  been  several  missions  by  Alberta  Ministers  to  Mexico  in  the  past  couple  of  years. 

Alberta  will  be  hosting  the  proposed  Canada-Mexico  Energy  Symposium  (focusing  on  investment  and 
trade  development)  April  12-14,  1999. 
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GROWTH  PROSPECTS  FOR  ALBERTA  EXPORTS 

Under  NAFTA,  Alberta  has  done  remarkably  well  in  its  trade  with  Mexico.  Exports  from  Alberta  alone 
have  continued  to  rise  annually  over  the  last  seven  years.  In  1997,  Mexico  was  Alberta's  seventh 
largest  trading  partner. 

Mexico  is  also  an  entry  point  to  the  rest  of  Latin  America.  In  addition  to  NAFTA,  Mexico  has  signed  a 
number  of  bilateral  and  trilateral  trade  pacts  with  various  Latin  American  nations  and  it  is  presently 
negotiating  an  agreement  with  Mercosur.  Mexican  exports  to  Latin  America  continue  to  grow  and 
reached  US$6.6  billion  in  1997. 

Mexico  continues  to  advance  with  structural  reform  in  its  economy,  via  privatization  and  deregulation  in 
key  sectors.  Economic  growth  for  1998  was  4.6%,  and  the  some  of  the  highest  levels  of  growth  were 
experienced  in  the  manufacturing  and  transportation-communications  sectors.  However,  as  the  result  of 
macroeconomic  instability  in  Asia  and  to  some  degree  South  America,  the  pace  of  Mexican  growth  is 
expected  to  moderate  in  1999  to  approximately  1.5%  as  cuts  in  public  spending,  lower  commodity  prices 
(oil)  and  the  weakening  of  the  peso  influence  the  economy.  While  investment  levels  may  be  adversely 
affected  by  the  uncertainty  in  presidential  election  in  2000,  exports  will  benefit  from  the  moderate 
recovery  in  world  commodity  prices.  This  recovery  could  lead  to  a  GDP  growth  of  4.5%  in  2000. 

As  a  result  of  the  economic  slowdown  in  1999,  import  growth  is  set  to  improve  by  only  1.5%  over  1998 
figures.  As  recovery  begins  growth  in  imports  is  set  to  expand  by  1 1 .8%  in  2000. 

Mexico's  largest  import  sectors  are: 

•  Transport  equipment; 

•  Machinery  and  equipment; 

•  Electronic  equipment; 

•  Chemicals;  and 

•  Oil  and  gas  field  equipment. 

Market  Opportunities/Market  Demand 
Building  Products  and  Prefabricated  Buildings 

Predicted  growth  in  the  construction  industry  in  1998  was  estimated  to  reach  11.6%  compared  with 
12.8%  for  the  housing  industry.  This  increase  is  due  in  part  to  the  federal  government's  1995-2000 
National  Housing  program  established  to  alleviate  the  existing  housing  deficit,  and  the  1995-2000 
National  Communications  and  Transportation  program  created  for  the  construction  of  new  roads  and 
the  modernization  of  three  major  airports.  Mexican  firms  are  also  acquiring  large  construction  contracts 
in  other  Latin  American  regions. 

Imported  building  materials  will  continue  to  be  demanded  by  Mexican  construction  companies  to  satisfy 
the  needs  of  the  market.  Building  materials  required  include:  plywood,  cement  roofing  products,  roofing 
insulation  products,  plumbing  products,  acoustic  ceiling  tiles,  moldings,  floor  covering  adhesives,  and 
aluminum  and  vinyl  windows  and  patio  doors. 
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Electrical  Power 

The  Federal  Electricity  Commission  (CFE)  expects  electricity  consumption  of  the  expanding  Mexican 
population  to  increase  at  a  rate  greater  than  5.0%  per  year.  To  meet  this  ever-growing  demand,  the 
CFE  has  decided  to  rely  on  the  private  sector  to  cover  60.0%  of  its  expansion  program. 

In  February  1999,  President  Zedillo  announced  his  government's  intention  to  introduce  constitutional 
reform  that  would  allow  restructuring  of  the  energy  sector  -  to  break  up  the  monopoly  and  to  open 
significant  areas  of  the  industry  to  private  sector  investment  and  operation.  If  approved,  private  sector 
investment,  ownership  and  operation  will  be  encouraged  for  generation,  distribution  and  retail 
marketing.  Bids  would  be  invited  for  the  operation  of  the  national  transmission  system.  The  target  for 
regulatory  restructuring  is  December  2000. 

At  the  end  of  1998  the  government  granted  two  permits  for  the  construction  of  thermoelectric  plants,  the 
successful  bidders  were  from  Spain  and  France.  The  CFE  expects  to  grant  nine  concessions  for 
electricity  generation  totaling  3,500  mw  in  1999. 

Mexico  is  evaluating  the  possibility  of  establishing  an  integrated  American  and  Mexican  natural  gas  and 
electricity  market  to  facilitate  their  flow  across  the  borders.  Alberta  companies  that  wish  to  take 
advantage  of  the  demand  for  electrical  equipment  and  services  need  to  register  with  the  CFE  and  make 
themselves  visible  in  the  Mexican  market. 

Environmental  Equipment 

The  National  Environmental  Program  for  1995-2000  was  created  to  manage  increasing  amounts  of  air 
pollution,  solid,  industrial  and  medical  wastes.  Under  this  plan,  the  government  has  committed  to  offer 
concessions  for  new  landfill  sites  and  medical  waste  facilities,  and  has  provided  incentives  through  a 
zero  import  duty  on  specific  environmental  prevention  technologies. 

Equipment  is  required  for  solid  waste  management  and  recycling,  hazardous  and  toxic  waste 
management,  emissions  testing,  air  emissions  control  and  medical  waste  incineration.  In  the  medium 
term,  industrial  pollution  control,  hazardous-waste  treatment  and  environmental  consulting  are  key 
growth  sectors  and  offer  the  best  prospects  for  Alberta  companies  to  supply  the  needed  equipment, 
technology  and  service. 

Metalworking  ». 

Mexico's  steel  producers  are  experiencing  rapid  growth  and  success.  Between  1997  and  2000, 
investments  to  modernize  metalworking  equipment  and  machine  tools  will  be  made  to  improve  the 
quality  of  steel  products.  Opportunities  lie  in  the  demand  for  stamping  dies,  machining  centers,  parts 
and  accessories  for  machine-tools  and  arc-welding  equipment,  presses  and  cutting  machines. 

Mining  Equipment 

Increased  mining  exploration  will  fuel  future  growth  in  the  sector.  The  emerging  Mexican  mining 
industry  can  provide  opportunities  for  Alberta  businesses  that  deal  in  mining  technology  and  consulting. 
At  the  turn  of  the  century,  mining  extraction  levels  are  expected  to  double  and  Mexican  companies  are 
eager  to  acquire  foreign  technology  that  will  help  them  increase  their  productivity. 

There  are  few  Canadian  equipment  suppliers  that  have  established  a  strong  presence  in  Mexico. 
However,  NAFTA  and  the  accompanying  elimination  of  tariffs  open  up  excellent  opportunities  for 
Canadian/Alberta  exporters  in  the  mining  equipment  and  services  sector.  Canadian  and  Alberta 
suppliers  have  immediate  access  to  the  Mexican  Government  procurement  market. 
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Oil  and  Gas  Equipment 

The  petroleum  industry  is  the  most  valuable  sector  of  Mexico's  economy.  However,  in  November  1998 
oil  prices  fell  substantially.  Unless  the  price  of  oil  improves,  the  government  may  not  have  the  ability  to 
finance  projects  in  the  energy  sector.  Mexico  is  now  determined  to  reduce  oil  production  in  an  effort  to 
increase  and  stabilize  oil  prices,  even  though  other  OPEC  member  countries  have  failed  to  follow 
through  with  the  earlier  agreement  to  do  so. 

On  the  lighter  side,  with  oil  revenues  falling  and  as  the  government  switches  its  electrical  power 
generators  over  to  natural  gas,  PEMEX  has  decided  to  modernize  its  facilities  and  develop  the  natural- 
gas  industry.  This  is  intended  to  increase  efficiency  and  clean  up  the  petroleum  industry.  Mexico's 
modernization  endeavors  will  create  moderate  demand  for  imported  equipment  and  services.  Mexico 
has  opened  its  "downstream"  energy  industry  to  private  investment,  particularly  in  natural  gas  pipelines, 
distribution  systems,  and  storage. 

In  March  of  1997,  the  consortium  led  by  Trans-Canada  Pipelines  won  the  right  to  build  a  US$400 
million  project  to  transport  gas  for  the  Merida  III  power  station  in  the  Yucatan  peninsula.  Energy 
Regulatory  Commission  (CRE)  granted  a  30-year  permit  to  the  mining  company  Nyco,  a  subsidiary  of 
Fording  Coal  to  transport  natural  gas  to  its  facilities. 

In  mid-December  1998  the  CRE  defined  two  new  zones  for  gas  distribution.  Torreon,  Coahuila,  Gomez 
Palacio,  Ciudad  Lerdo  and  Victoria  de  Durango  are  among  the  important  urban  areas  within  this  zone. 
It  is  estimated  that  an  investment  of  $30  million  will  be  necessary  to  develop  the  gas  distribution  system 
in  the  area. 

Many  opportunities  exist  for  Alberta  suppliers  of  goods  and  services  in  this  sector  particularly  those  with 
proven  technologies  to  enhance  productivity. 

Telecommunications 

In  September  1995,  the  Telmex  monopoly  on  telecommunication  concessions  was  terminated.  The 
emergence  of  additional  national  and  international  long  distance  service  providers  has  created 
opportunities  for  Alberta  telecommunication  exports.  Alberta  businesses  are  in  a  favorable  position  to 
benefit  from  the  Government  of  Mexico's  initiative  to  increase  the  number  of  lines  from  9.2%  to  20.0% 
by  2000,  and  to  take  advantage  of  a  planned  US$10  billion  collective  investment. 

Alberta  is  already  a  competitive  force  in  the  Mexican  telecom  market.  Mexican  imports  from  Alberta  in 
1997  included  telephonic  or  telegraphic  switching  apparatus,  line  telephony  electrical  apparatus,  and 
parts  of  electrical  apparatus  for  line  telephone  or  line  telegraphy.  Northern  Telecom  will  be  building  a 
wireless  telephone  network  to  serve  two  million  people  within  Mexico  in  the  near  future. 

Water  Resource  Equipment  and  Services 

The  National  Hydraulic  Program  and  the  1997-2000  Initiative  for  the  Optimization  and  Modernization  of 
Water  Resources  have  been  formed  to  improve  the  water  resources  within  the  country.  These 
programs  incorporate  funding  for  the  construction  of  four  wastewater  treatment  plants  in  the  "Valley  of 
Mexico  Sanitation  Project",  potable  water  infrastructure,  sewage  infrastruct 
ure,  and  the  purchase  of  irrigation  equipment. 
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Computer  Software 

The  Mexican  software  market  was  worth  US$237.2  million  in  1995  and  is  expected  to  grow  at  an 
annual  rate  of  12.0%  during  1998-1999.  Some  earlier  estimates  suggested  that  imports  represented 
80.0%  of  the  market  in  1994. 

Applications  in  greatest  demand  include  accounting,  word  processing,  spreadsheets,  databases,  and 
communications.  Computer-aided  design,  desktop  publishing,  graphics,  project  management,  and 
system  utility  applications  are  also  increasingly  popular.  Customizing  or  adapting  foreign  software  for 
Mexican  use  has  good  potential  and  industry  analysts  predict  that  the  market  will  shift  towards 
integrated  services. 

Mexico's  young  population  is  eager  to  embrace  new  technologies,  and  this  is  expected  to  contribute  to 
a  continuing  demand  for  information  technology  products.  While  NAFTA  presents  many  joint  venture 
opportunities  for  Alberta  firms,  companies  that  can  provide  hardware,  software,  and  services  as 
integrated  systems  will  do  well. 

Petrochemicals 

After  a  year  and  a  half  of  setbacks  and  congressional  delay,  the  plan  was  to  privatize  petrochemical 
plants  and  sell  49%  of  the  capital  in  these  plants  during  1998.  However,  restrictions  on  foreign 
participation  and  other  rigid  requirements  detract  international  investors  and  hinder  the  smooth 
transition  from  public  to  semi-private  ownership,  instead,  the  country  may  end  up  continuing  to  rely  on 
imports  in  this  sector  or  attempt  full  privatization.  The  latter  option,  if  acquired,  would  take  quite  some 
time  to  unfold. 

There  is  a  growing  demand  for  companies  that  can  manage  turnkey  drilling  projects  and  for  suppliers  of 
new  technologies.  Two  general  areas  for  future  development  include  offshore  deep-water  exploration, 
and  advanced  underwater  maintenance  equipment. 

Alberta  companies  may  wish  to  consider  technology  transfer  or  partnering  with  private  sector  drilling 
and  maintenance  suppliers.  Artificial  Production  Systems,  Recovery  and  Recuperation  Technology, 
Pipeline  Construction/Operation  and  Maintenance,  Maintenance  Programs,  and  Specialized 
Certification  Services  were  identified  by  Pemex  and  private  sector  purchasers  in  Mexico  as  potential 
opportunities  for  Canadian  Suppliers. 
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
